Admission was made as to the correct­ 
ness of this charge, and asked by Jus­ 
tice Cox why they acted 
in 
so 
in­ 
humane a manner, one of them re­ 
plied, "Because the horse was balky." 
"A very poor excuse," commented 
the justice, adding: "Twenty-five dol­ 
lars fine or the alternative 
in 
jail." 
The fine was paid. 
“It is hard to understand these kind 
of cases," said the court. 
“These men 
look as if they were intelligent, and 
yet we find them engaged on a pub­ 
lic street in beating a horse with a 
club just because the animal balked. 
It is certainly a hard matter to under­ 
stand such mortals. 
They didn’t deny 
the charge and made no defense.”

Business 
Stationery 


If the function of a letterhead ended with the mere carrying of a mes­ 
sage from one man to another, then wrapping paper would be good enough 
for business stationery. But pride enters. Some men feel “the best is none 
too good for them;’’ others develop their taste by studying the bank bal­ 
ance. Even these latter folks never quite get down to wrapping paper. 


And yet pride, though it often saves the day, should not become the 
basis upon which to buy business sta tionery. What you think about your 
stationery isn’t quite so important as what the man you write to thinks. 
He is the one to be influenced by the stationery, and the message it will 
carry.
